The famous Cullinan, weigh- 
ing 3,025 carats in rough; the 
mysterious Hope 
diamond, some of 
whose owners met 
death under tragic 
circumstances; the 
Pitt diamond dia- 
mond which was 
polished into a 
perfect brilliant 
after two years of 
work; and numer- 
Ous others are 
listed in Mr. Dorer's 
book on diamonds.’ 


INDIA FIRST FIELD 

India was the only known dia- 
mond field in the world prior to 
1725, Mr. Dorer stated. Brazil 
came into prominence with a 
“find” in 1725 and South Africa 
followed over a century later. 
Today the bulk of diamonds are 
found in South Africa but the 
hardest ones in the world are 
from Australia, he said 

Today, about 3,000,000 carats 
or 1,650 pounds avoirdupois of 
diamonds constitute the annual 
world output, according to fig- 
ures issued by the British 
Jeweller, an authoritative pub- 
lication, Mr, Dorer stated.

Another interesting feature 
about diamond output is that 
only about 10 per cent of the 


original weight of the diamonds 
mined are of good enough quality 
to be used for gem _ 4&tones 
Balance is used for commercial 
purposes, he said 

One of the oldest diamonds of 
sufficient size to gain prominence 
through the centuries is the Pitt 
or Regent Diamond, weighing 410 


carats in rough and discovered 
in India in 1701. William Pitt, 
who at that time was governor 


of Madras, purchased it for near- 


ly $100,000 trom a Parsee mer- 
chant named Jam Chund. 

In an operation that took two 
years and cost $25,000, Mr. Pitt 
had the diamond polished into a 
perfect brilliant. He realized 
about $35,000 from the fragments. 
that were left over after the 
polishing. 

Worried over possible theft of 
the gem, Mr. Pitt sold it to the 
regent of France for approxi- 
mately $675,000, It was stolen 
early during the French Revolu- 
tion and later returned by the 
thieves. 

Prior to the outbreak of the 
current war it was on display 
in the Louvre and valued at 
about 480,000 pounds, or nearly 
$2,400,000. 

It is believed that this diamond 
was originally found by a slave 
who then, intentionally injured 
his ankle and hid the stone 
under the bandage. He was later 
thrown overboard by a sailor in 
whom the slave confided. 

Possibly the best known dia- 
mond on this continent is the 
Hope diamond, mainly because it 
is owned by Mr. McLean of the

US.A. Prior to the McLean own- 
ership it was noted all over the 
world because of the ill luck it 
brought its several owners, many 
meeting with violent deaths. 
ONE OF LARGEST 

It is a steely, greenish-blue and 
is regurded as one of the largest 
colored diamonds in the world 
Louis XIV of France bought it 
from one Tavernier of India, in 
1668. History relates that it was 
Stolen in 1792 and as far as Mr. 


Dorer knows, the original was 
never recovered, 
In 1830, the present “Hope” 


diamond was purchased by Philip 
Hope, a banker, for about $90,- 
000. It is believed that this stone 
is part of the original. 

During the last century the 
etone changed ownership several 
times and its price fluctuated 
each time due to the fear of ill- 
omen that it was supposed to 
bring upon its possessor. 

The Cullinan, a 3,025 carat 
diamond, found in South Africa 
36 years ago, is the largest stone 
ever found. It is believed to be 
only a portion of a stone prob- 
ably more than double the size 
of the one extracted, Mr. Dorer 
stated. 

In 1907 the Transvaal govern- 
ment presented it to Edward VII 
as a birthday present, who ap- 
pointed I. J. Asscher, of Amster- 
dam to cleave it in two parts. 
One part, the pendeloque or 
drop brilliant, was placed into 
the King’s sceptre and the other, 
@ square brilliant, adorns a 
crown of the king’s regalia 
~ Magnitude of this diamond can 
well be realized when one Jearns 
that, besides the two largest 
parts, there were seven other 
large stones cut and polished, and 
about 95 more smaller pieces also 
cut and polished. 

Studying diamonds has been 
Mr. Dorer's life hobby and it is 
only natura] to assume that his 
thorough knowledge of this gem 
is carried over into thorough

$90,000 each, these Valentines weigh around 20 tons and have a top speed of 25 miles 
per hour. More than 3,500 men are employed in their construction at the plant which 
produces them. The factory runs 24 hours a day, 6 days a week. “Valentine” is now the 
correct designation of this type of infantry tank. Canada has promised 100 of these to 
Russia.
